Op the following Liturgical Forms, the 
first, the third, the fifth and the seventh 
are the same, somewhat abbreviated and 
otherwise arranged, with those which were 
originally prepared for a Congregation of 
Protestant Dissenters assembling in Mosley 
Street, Manchester*. The alternate Ser- 
vices were added to the other four, on occa-

sion of the removal of the Congregation to 
a new place of worship, in Upper Brook 
Street in the same town, 1839. 

The theory of a religious service, in ac- 
cordance with which these Liturgies have 
been framed, is this: that it should com- 
mence with the most general forms of adora- 
tion, thanksgiving, confession and interces- 
sion, adapted as nearly as possible to the 
wants of all human hearts when they enter 
into the presence of God, and expressed in 
language so consecrated by long and vene- 
rable usage, that it shall seem rather the 
breathing of our common humanity than 
the utterance of an individual mind; and 
that then, when the feelings of the congre- 
gation have been raised by these ordinary 
and familiar influences to a certain pitch of 
religious sensibility, they should be drawn 
on by the devotional offices of the Minister 
himself to a more direct sympathy with the 
particular train of reflection and sentiment

to which it is his present intention to invite 
them — ^the prayer before the sermon, as well 
as that which succeeds it, alike having re- 
ference to its distinguishing topics and ten- 
dency, and conspiring to fix and deepen its 
general impression. By such an arrange- 
ment, each part of the service may be made 
to harmonise with the rest, and help to 
produce an entire and consistent effect: — 
the individuality of the Minister's own mind, 
as it glows and kindles with the progress of 
the service, gradually, as it were, emerging 
from, and prevailing over, the social cha- 
racter of the introductory offices, and finally 
pressing home to the heart in one direction 
and with concentrated force, the reUgious 
convictions which it has been the tendency 
of the whole previous service to awaken.

mon, and, by thus infusing into them a 
greater variety of topic and freshness of 
feeling, to avoid that mechanical formalism, 
which is too apt to creep over what is called 
the Long Prayer in Dissenting modes of 
worship : while the very stability and fixed- 
ness of the liturgical forms acquire from 
usage a certain sanctity of character, and 
seem fitly to represent those sentiments 
which are as unchanging and universal as 
human nature itself. The two elements of 
permanence and progression are thus plea- 
singly and beneficially combined in one form 
of Christian worship ; the Liturgy connect- 
ing the mind, through the venerable phraseo- 
logy of the past, with whatever is most holy, 
solemn and beautiful in the convictions and 
remembrances of our common faith, and the 
free prayer of the Minister, as it issues fresh 
from the same effort of mind which has pro- 
duced the sermon, carrying out the sympa- 
thies of his audience into the living influ- 
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PREFACE. IX 

ences of the present^ and the glowing in- 
spirations of the future. 

From a regard to the feelings here ex- 
pressedj the materials of the four new ser- 
vices have been chiefly taken from the Scrip- 
tures, the collects and different offices of the 
Book of Common Prayer, and the devo- 
tional writings of Bishop Jeremy Taylor. 
A few prayers of more recent date and of a 
more philosophical character have been occa- 
sionally introduced for the sake of variety. 
Considerable assistance has been derived 
from the Forms of Prayer compiled for the 
use of the congregation assembling in 
George^s Meeting-house, Exeter, for which 
this public acknowledgment is due. A simi- 
larity has arisen, in some cases, between 
that compilation and the present, in conse- 
quence of both having drawn their materials 
from a common source. Use also has been 
made of a collection of Liturgies prepared, 
in the course of the last century, for a 
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X PREFACE. 

Society of Protestant Dissenters at Salisbury, 
and of one more recent, drawn up by the 
late Rev. B. Carpenter, of Stourbridge. 

A Form for the Solemnization of Matri- 
mony is added to these Services : and 
though it is customary among Protestant 
Dissenters for the Minister to use his own 
compositions in administering the Lord^s 
Supper and the rite of Baptism or Dedica- 
tion, and in performing the Burial Service, 
yet, as, in case of the absence of the regular 
Minister, it is often found convenient to 
have a printed form at hand, — for these oc- 
casions also, forms have been appended, bor- 
rowed immediately from the Exeter Liturgy. 

In the third Service, the Ten Command- 
ments and our Lord^s summary of true re- 
ligion are introduced in immediate sequence^ 
to mark the historical relation of Judaism 
to Christianity, and not as implying that 
the Mosaic law is any longer binding on 
Christians, excepting so far as it coincides 
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PREFACE. XI 

with the law of Nature. In the fourth Com- 
mandment^ the sanction assigned in Deut. v. 
14, is chosen in preference to that given in 
Exodus, XX. 11, as partaking more of a 
moral and practical character. 

There is, perhaps, no part of the public 
services of the Dissenters, which stands 
more in need of improvement than the de- 
votional, which has been sacrificed to the 
sermon, and too often, it must be confessed, 
is dry, bare, and unaflFecting. It is worthy 
of consideration, whether the partial use of 
liturgical forms, subject to occasional revi- 
sions, constantly associated with the exercise 
of free prayer, and aided by improved modes 
of sacred harmony, vocal and instrumental, 
might not become a means of reviving greater 
warmth of devotional feeling and purity of 
devotional taste, than at present generally 
prevails in our religious assemblies. To-

to Mr. Gilbert Wakefield, on Public Wor-

The publisher having undertaken a new 
impression of these Services, it has been 
thought proper to subject them to a careful 
revisal, and to introduce a few alterations 
which experience has suggested as desirable. 
Of these the principal is the omission of 
fixed portions of the Psalms for chanting or 
alternate recitation, between the First and 
Second Lessons — and the substitution of an 
ampler and more varied selection from the 
Psalter, which has been thrown into an 
Appendix. The Minister will thus have a 
freer choice, in reference to the particular 
character of his services for the day.

In the former edition, only the first 
and eighth Services contained intercessory 
prayers. In the present, for the sake of 
uniformity they have been introduced into 
each of the Services; and with a view to 
preserve the original character of these 
Liturgical Forms, the new intercessory 
prayers have been adapted with slight addi- 
tions from the earliest edition which con- 
sisted of only four Services — ^from the ' Holy 
Living ^ of Jeremy Taylor — and in one in- 
stance (in the Sixth Service) from the Re- 
formed Liturgy submitted by Baxter to the 
Conference of Divines at the Savoy in 1661. 

If any Congregations should think fit to 
adopt these Services, it is earnestly recom- 
mended, that at least their younger members 
should be accustomed and even taught (if 
needful, in classes formed for the purpose) 
to join distinctly and audibly in the responses. 
A liturgy is distinguished from other forms 
of devotion, as an act of social worship, in 
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PREFACE. XV 

which the Minister and the People alike 
take part^ and join together in lifting up 
their voices to God. This is its proper 
excellence and beauty. It then only deserves 
the charge of formalism^ when the really 
social part of the Service is performed by 
deputy— either through the solitary ejacula- 
tions of the clerk or the more refined ex- 
pedient of a paid Choir. The Choir should 
be in the People themselves. 

There is always a difficulty, and some 
feeling of concession to mere form, in a 
first deviation from the established usages of 
devotion. Were simple psalmody, natural 
and beautiful as we justly regard it, to be 
now introduced for the first time, it would 
lie open to similar objections, and very pro- 
bably be made a subject of ridicule by the 
severely rational. Why the well-cadenced 
mingling of many voices in the utterance of 
the solemn words of Scripture, should be 
deemed more opposed to the spirit of de- 
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XVI PREFACE. 

votion, than the united execution of the 
complicated harmonies often introduced into 
our modem hymn-tunes — it does not seem 
easy to assign any satisfactory reason. It 
is believed, that if an effort were made in 
this direction — by some preliminary training 
and joint practice — simply and earnestly, 
and with the feeling that it was a religious 
exercise — a change would speedily come 
over this part of our public Service, in which 
many pious hearts would rejoice.

If Then the Man shall present a ring, and the Mi- 
nister, taking the ring, shall deliver it to the Man, 
to put it upon the fourth finger of the Woman^s 
left hand. This being done, and the married 
persons again joining hands, the Minister shall 
say to them : 

By this token, the ancient and accepted 
symbol of conjugal love, you, M. and N, do 
declare yourselves wedded to one another, 
as husband and wife, according to God^s 
holy ordinance and the laws of this land : 
and you now solemnly engage and pledge 
yourselves, each to the other, to Uve together 
in this holy bond ; taking each other, from 
this day forward, for better for worse, for 
richer for poorer, in sickness and in health, 
to love and to cherish, till death you do part.

N.B, The following particulars must he attended 
to, for the due solemnizing of Marriages accord- 
ing to Law, 

Marriages can be celebrated in such Dissenting 
Places of Worship only, as are expressly registered 
for this purpose. 

They must be solemnized with open doors, be- 
tween the hours of eight and twelve in the fore- 
noon. 
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Each of the parties to be married must, in some 
part of the marriage ceremony, in the presence of 
the Registrar of marriages for the district, who is 
to be in attendance, and of two or more credible 
witnesses, make the following declaration : 

" I do solemnly declare, that I know not of any 
lawful impediment why I, A B, may not be joined in 
matrimony to C D." 

Each of the parties must also, in some part of 
the ceremony, and in the presence of the Registrar 
of marriages and of the witnesses, say to the other : 

" I call on these persons here present to witness, 
that I, A B, do take thee, C A to be my lawful 
wedded wife (or husband)." 

In other respects, the marriage may be solemnized 
according to such form and ceremony as the parties 
may see fit to adopt. 

At the time of performing the ceremony, the 
parties will deliver to the Registrar of marriages, 
the Superintendent Registrar's licence for the mar- 
riage, or (if the marriage be not by licence) the 
Superintendent's certificate that the notice of mar- 
riage has been entered in the Marriage Notice-Book. 
If the parties to be married have resided in the di-: 
stricts of different Superintendent Registrars, then 
two certificates must have been procured before the 
marriage, which must both be delivered to the Re- 
gistrar of marriages in attendance. 

The Registrar of marries will then register the 
marriage in a Marriage Register Book, and the 
entry will be signed by the Minister or other ])erson 
(if any) performing the service, by the Registrar, 
and by tne parties married, and attested by two 
witnesses. 
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The Minister should, as a matter of caution, in- 
spect the licence or certificate, in order to ascertain 
that the Place of Worship is the place therein spe- 
cified, and that the marriage is had within three 
calendar months after the entry of the notice of the 
marriage ; and he should likewise satisfy himself of 
the identity of the parties. 

The Registrar of marriages is entitled to a fee of 
ten shillings, if the marriage he by Ucence ; other- 
wise, to a fee of five shillings.
